NHICAGO, May 17.—Statistics 
covering a period of five 
years show the great benefits of 
the Chicago Automobile Trade As- 
sociation from the operation of its 
employment bureau.

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Y the time these words are 
of the war excise tax on automobiles will be in debate 
At the moment, it seems probable 
that the tax will be removed. That simple justice demanded 
this end there is no question. The automobile industry was 
the last business in the transportation field to bear the 
burden of these special taxes, levied to meet desperate war- 
time need. Such levies had been withdrawn on every other 
form of transportation. 

It is extremely significant to note that it was the auto- 
mobile manufacturers themselves who made probable the 
passage of the bill removing the war tax from their products. 
Senator Reed Smoot, chairman of the conference committee, 
which had the tax reduction bill in hand, has told us that his 
committee had favored reducing the corporation tax to 11! 
per cent. If this had been done it would have been impossible 
to: remove the excise tax on automobiles. At this juncture the 
automobile manufacturers took a hand by telling the commit- 
tee that they ‘preferred the repeal of the sales tax to a 
reduction in the corporation tax. The railroads and other 
transportation mediums joined in advocating repeal of the 
tax. In other words, the automobile manufacturers pre- 
ferred to give their customers the benefit of tax reduction 
rather than take it themselves. 


In all probability this position taken by the manufac- 
turers will result in passage of the bill repealing the tax. 
We must be careful that this results in a net saving of the 
whole 3 per cent. to the individual car buyer. Some 
years ago, when the tax was reduced from 5 to 3 per cent., 
one state legislature promptly responded by levying a 2 
per cent. sales tax.on all cars sold within its borders. In 
other words, the retail buyer got not one cent of advantage 
from the Federdi tax reduction. Such an act was essen- 
tially dishonest and deliberately flaunted the intention of 
the Federal government in reducing the tax. It is to be 
hoped that no state or individual will try to find a way of 
getting around the plain intention of the Federal govern- 
ment if it decides to remove entirely the wartime excise 
on automobiles. 


The Used Car Hits Germany 


"pearl is just beginning to feel. the pinch of the 
used car problem. With true German thoroughness 
the industry fn that country is tackling the problem. The 
Association of Automobile Manufacturers has formed what 
is known as the “German Old Car Sales Company.” This 
organization will place fixed values for German used cars, 
which will be agreed upon by the manufacturers and dealers. 

Presumably, the German character being what it tradi- 
tionally is, every dealer will abide by the prices fixed by this 
sales bureau. If that is so, the plan will probably work. 

In this country we have tried this plan on a local basis. 
Dealer organizations in various cities have agreed to fix 
prices for used cars. The idea looked excellent, but the prac- 
tice was not so good, because various dealers yielded to temp- 
tation and raised the allowance ante, just as they had been 
in the habit of doing.

Imports of Casings|a 
From U. S. Show 
198% Increase 


Special frem A. D. N. Washington Bureanc | 
ASHINGTON, May 7.—Al- 
though Michelin and French 
Goodrich continue te be impor- 
tant competitors to American 
casings in Hungary, all American 
casings are making rapid progress 
in that market, the rubber divi- 
sion of the Department of Com- 
merce is informed in a report. 

According to official figures, im- 
ports of tires last year increased 
198 per cent. over 1926. Sale of 
American casings increased rapidly 
in 1927, following adoption by 
American companies of credit poli- 
cies more nearly the equal of those 
of French and German manufac- 
turers. 

The French firms grant long term 
credits, ship goods on consignment 
to the more reliable dealers, and in 
addition, maintain large stocks of 
all sizes and types on which any 
dealer may draw at short notice. 
Five new American representatives | 
were established in Hungary in the 
last few months and all report good 
progress. 

A well known American make, 
which for more than a year has 
been pressing Michelin hard, is now 
the sales leader in Czecho-Slovakia. 
It is reported that 80 per cent. of 
the cars produced by two domestic 
automobile factories, 30 per cent. by 
a third manufacturer and 12 per 
cent. by a fourth are equipped with 
tires of an American manufacturer. 

In Switzerland, according to an 
analysis of reports from four lead- 
ing cities, an American manufac- 
turer is making some progress, get- 
ting about 15 per.cent. of the total 
sales. Three American makes are 
being sold in Portugal, in the face 
of severe competition, while on the 
other hand, a4n American make is 
the sales leader in Belgium, with 
about 27 per cent. of the total busi- 
ness.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Effective 
immediately export classification 
No. 5457 will be amended to read 
“brake lining (asbestos), replace- 
ment.” On the shipper’s export 


declaration, exports of replacement 
(asbestos) brake lining will be de- 





clared according to the number of | 


linear feet and the export value 
(this value including the net factory 
billing price plus the cost of the ex- 
port box if billed and inland freight 
from factory to United States port.) 

Hereafter, asbestos clutch lining 
or facing for replacement, as was 


formerly included under class 5457, 
will be declared“on export under 
class No. 17921, “automobile parts 
for replacement, n. e. s.” and will 
show export value only and not | 
number of pieces. 

That the statistics covering the 


exportation from the United States 
of replacement asbestos brake lin- 
ing may be complete and thorough- 
ly accurate, it is suggested that all 
manufacturers and exporters of this 
material prepare their export dec- 
larations accordingly.

HIS is a story of how a) 
filling sta- | 
tion developed service to such | 
an extent that the gas end! 
faded out, as they say in the} 
movies, and a jobber came 
into the picture. 

Around 1905 three young and 
enterprising men of Bridgeport, 
Conn., conceived the idea of a fill- 
ing station at the corner of Fair- 
field and West Avenues. Two of 
the three donned the overalls and 
went to work while the third re- 
tained his position as a credit man 
until the new venture showed in 
the wood. 

The capital of the three was about 
$400. Two pumps were installed and 
$100 of the $400 invested in acces- 
sories. Courteous service was dished 
up so well that car owners formed 
the habit of patronizing the station 
and ordering items for the car. And 
if the item was not stocked the firm 
got it and installed it. The slogan 
then, as.it is now, is “The House of 
Service.” 

This built a reputation for service, 

and it is said that the retail trade 
Ynits became afflicted with the 
habit, all of which led to increasing 
the stock, and in 1917 the City Auto 
Company was incorporated. During 
the next five years the concern sold 
at retail only, but garages and re- 
pair shops patronizing the concern 
for their wants sold:the young men 
the idea of becoming wholesale by 
promising to buy repair shop equip- 
tment and supplies, so in 1921 the 
concern .turned wholesale, although 
some retail is practiced today. 
‘ The building is a one-story affair, 
fronting on two avenues.
